HISTORY 


The Naval: Communication: Station: €NAVCOMMSTA) Stockton enjoys the distinc- 
tion of a proud past; dating back:to the beginning of Naval Communications. 
It was first established: in 1904 at “Mare Island Naval Shipyard as a small 
radio station built’ in-a- converted pigeon*loft. It was the only West 
Coast station of a system that-formed the foundation of today's Naval 
Communications System. 


In 1917 the Naval Communication: Station, Stockton (then NAVCOMASTA San 
Francisco) was: estabtished-on-Yerba- Buena’ Esland:in San Francises Bay, 
with Mare Island -acting’~as’the-remste transmitting facility for the new 
station. ~-En- 1920; NAVCOMMSTA-moved ‘to San-Francisco, next door to the 
‘Twelfth Naval District Headquarters: ‘In 1925 the NAVCOMMSTA mowed again, 
along with Twelfth. Navait District Headquarters, to the newly built Marine 
Corps Supply Depot on -Harrtson~Street: in’San Francisco. 


At that time the Recefver:Site was:.moved: te the Hillerest district ia 
South San Francisco: --fn:1935-the-station, in’ company with the Tweifth 
Naval District Headquarters,;.reltocated-to the new. Federal Office Building 
in downtown San’ Francisco,;”~and-in’!942 Skaggs. Island became the new 
remote Receiver Site: ~-Continuous’ growth’ and-establishment. of the fleet 
communication facilities eventualiy led to:a:new transmitting site at 
Dixon, California; -By 1955; -£t-became’ evident that the quarters in the 
Federal Office Building -in-downtown’San:Francises were inadequate tc cope 
with modern day communications; and‘therefore, ‘in 1960; NAVCOMMSTA Head- 
‘quarters, with’all its-controt-facitities for Linking the various branches 
of the command, was moved. to Rough-and Ready sland, near Stockton, 
California. 


The Station as it-now: exists has:the reputation of being one of the best 
‘and most modern: of -ali-Navai-Communication’ Stations. with a complex con- 
sisting of the Headquarters-at Stockton; California; Radio Transmitting 
“Facility, Dixon; California; Radio Receiving Facility Skages Ysland, 
Sonoma, California; -and-Navat’Telecommunication Centers (NTCC's) at 
Oakland, ‘Monterey; Mare fstand; ‘Concord, Banger, Moffetr Field and Alameda, 
and NTCOC Sunnyvale: --The- microwave repeater stations on top of Mt. 

Diablo and Mt; Vaca’ tie-many-of~ these activities: together. Naval Radio 
Station (T) Jim Creek; Oso; Washington is'an Echelon IV activity under 
NAVCOMMSTA ‘Stockton. 


Approximately 360 military: and 440 civilian: personnel are members of the 
family called Naval Communication Station Stockton.

BACKGROUND 


The Headquarters -of-the- Naval -Communication Station is located on Rough 
and Ready Island, four-mttes-west of the city-of~Stockton, California. 
Rough and Ready Island has-a-rich-heritage predating the arrival of the 
DU. S. Navy-in 1942. 


Originally marshy grassland :and: swamp; ‘home..for.migratory birds, water- 
‘fowl, and other indigenous marsh creatures, the island was often flooded 
over by the San-Joaquin River. At one time it was an Indian burial © 
ground and some Indian-artifacts were unearthed during construction of 
the Naval Supply Annex herein: 1942-1944. 


The first settler: arrived here’in approximately 1850 and was betieved to 
be a sometime miner -by the-name of-"Napoleon” who had come from the 
‘Mother Lode gold rush’town’of-Rough:and Ready; ‘The town itself, and 
likewise the island; -were-named~in-honor’ of-General: Zachary Taylor (12th 
president), who’earned-the-nfckname-“"Gid* Rough and: Ready" for his actions 
during the U;S:-Mexican-War~of~1848. "Napoleon" and his successors 

- reclaimed the fertile land-from the-river with dikes (some built by 
‘Chinese laborers) and-planted-fruit orchards. 


The first military’ installation:on: the: island: was an army camp built here 
after World: War-f:--Et-was:used’ to rehabiiitate wounded war veterans. 


The present CO's Quarters; : (Quarters:A) was:at one time the home of a 
wealthy Stockton lawyer; George~ Buck: --The: house has: hosted various dig- 
nitaries, including~former President Herbert Hoover; and remains a land- 
mark well known: to’ the Stockton’ community. 


During World War II; Rough: and-Ready~¥sland served’'as a prisoner of war 
camp for captured German-and~Etalian’soildiers from the North African 
Front: These prisoners buitt ‘many’of the island*s roads, drainage ditches, 
and masonry work. 


The island was built -up-as a-major supply-depot- for. the planned invasion/ 
‘offensive against the’ Japanese home fsitands and it became the site of the 
U. S. Naval’ Supply -Annex’in~1945- €commissioned June 30), subsequently 

- becoming Headquarters: for~the’Naval* Communication Station in 1960. 


The end of the Korean -Confifct ‘brought a gradual:decline’ in the activities 
' of the Supply Annex: * -In°1965-the’Annex closed; and control of the Island 
passed to’ the-Communication-Station-which- had ‘been expanding since 1960. 


At present, the Headquarters-is‘host’to’ten:tenant activities, including 


the. Coast Guard-Boating Safety -feam;Generai: Services. Administration, and 
‘Defense Logistics Agency; -among-others: ‘There are 40 miles of operating 
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railroad -and-two-USN- switch: engines, operated by the NAVCOMMSTA Public 
Works Department. 


Approximately 400-acres-are-teased:on:a:competitive bid to a local farmer 
for planting a:‘variety’of~crops: -‘There‘is’a-targe wildlife preserve 
planted ‘and cared:for-by’ Scouts of: the 49’ er’Council: sf the Boy Scouts of 
America. The command -won-two:BOD*€onservation Awards {tn 1966 and 1967. 
The Boy Scouts also-use-a~seven=acre: wooded: camp: at Daggett Field and, 
throughout the-year, -a’total-of-150@:to: 2000: scouts: camp overnight here. 


The station has several :mast<type.antennas, with an eight~story-tail 
tower, holding-a sixty~foot-dise:antenna:that-links the station into a 
wotldwide satellite’ communication system. 


- CITY OF - STOCKTON 


Stockton, a modern city with a~poputation of ‘approximately 120,000, is 
the county seat-for’San-Joaquin’County,; and-is tocated in the extreme 
lower San‘ Joaquin River: Valley’on the southeastern corner of the "Delta" 
near the only’ tidewater opening: in the mountain wall surrounding the 
great interior valley of California: ‘The immediate surrounding country

This program. provides up-te-— 
the-minute fog: conditions’ on-all-major roads into and out of Steckton and 
the surrounding areas; -Although’ Stockton is cooler than the more inland 
sections of the interior’ valieys-during the summer months, daytime tempera- 
tures rise to'-90 degrees or-higher~on-an-average: of 22 days in July. 


Temperatures of 100°-degrees-or-more’occur:on an average of six days in 
July-and 12 days during the-entire’summer:: ‘The humidity is very low 
-(2%); however, during’ these-hot afternoons: -Under-clear winter skies, 
‘night and early morning’ temperatures drop’ to-near: or: beiow freezing, but 
on most of these frosty mornings’ the’ same clear skies result in afternoon 
temperatures'in the fifties~and-sixties during the winter.

INTRODUCTION 


General Mariano Guadalupe Vallejo, while on a mapping expedition with a 
company of Mexican cavalry treeps, was fording Carquinez Straits when one 
of his favorite horses, a white mare, became detached from the group and 
was carried away by the swift current of the Sacramento River. Ultimately 
the horse struggied ashore-on Isla Plana, where she was subsequently 
found. The General promptly changed the name of the site of the future 
naval shipyard to "Isla'de:-la Yegua" - Mare Ysland. 


HISTORY 


Naval Telecommunication Center Mare Island became a part of the NAVCOMMSTA 
Stockton famtty on 1 July 1975; NTCC Mare Island is iccated in Building 
47 and is presently'a tenant command of Naval Support Activity, Mare 
Island, California: ~The Naval Suppert Activity was established by the 
Secretary of the Navy in July 1971 to provide apprepriate logistic support 
for activities and commands ‘as assigned by the Chief of Naval Operations. 


PERSONAL SERVICES 


In the areas of health; welfare; and-moraie, the Naval Support Activity 
provides legal assistance; conducts religious services; furnishes berth— 
ing accommodations; feeds-an- average of 900 enlisted personnel a day and 
40 officer personnel; furnishes housing information to applicants; and 
acts as host to various district; regional, and service-wide sports 
tournaments ‘and events.

The Naval ‘Radio. Station at-~ Jim Creek. is-located:-in the foothills ef the 
Cascade Mountains: about 60*mites northeast of Seattie. One of the world's 
highest=powered. radio-transmitting stations; it lies. in the Jim Creek Valley 
between Blue and Wheeler Mountains. 


The station -was:opened-in-November: 1953 with the primary mission of previd- 
ing communications to the-Pactfic Fleet. 


The station includes -4,894-acres with four lakes and two streams. There 
are black bear; deer;~grouse;-rabbit,; ‘bobeat, fox and ceyote on the 

station; as well-as severai-spectes of trout in: the lakes and streams. 

Some areas are seasonally open-to-the: general public, and camping facilities 
are availabie through area Spectat-Services branches. 


Jim Creek is an-ideal-site for radie transmitting because of the two 
‘mountains approximatety’ 3;000-feet high and -of- adequate size to support the 
‘huge antenna:  “Also;-there-?s-a-sufficient-~ supply ef water for cooling the 
‘transmitter. 


The ‘antenna consists -of “ten-spans-of -copper~elad-steel cable of varying 
lengths of -6;600-to-8;500-feet, ~suspended-acvoss the valley from 12 
--200-foot ‘towers atop’ the mountains’ and-fed-by about. 30 miles of trans- 
mission ‘lines. 


The number of.:personnelat-the-station:consists.of two military (one 
officer and one: senfor chtef-petty officer); and 36-Civil Service 
employees. Annnat ‘payroti-and-other purchases which: impact the local
